A BUSINESS COUNCIL 
One disadvantage of submitting money 


by-laws at the time of the municipal elec- 
tions is that the tax-payers may not be in- 
clined to vote money to be spent by a coun- 
cil to be composed of they know not whom. 
It is suggested that the bylaws may fare bad 
ly mext Monday at the hunds of the bur- 
gesses because there is no way of knowing 
beforehand who is to let the contracts and 
supervise the spending and the work done.

If 1928 is to be a year 
in which capital expenditure is to be made 
to any considerable amount, the conduct of 
the city’s business shou!ld be placed in the 
hands of the most competent business men 
who are offering for election.
